The bureau is to he under the dire c ­ 
tio n o f a chief who se salary is to he 
$4,000 a year, and is directed to “ in­ 
vestigate and repo rt o n all m a tte rs 
pertaining to the welfare o f children 
and child life and shall especially in­ 
vestigate the questio n o f infant m o r ­ 
tality, the birth rate, physical de g e n ­ 
eracy. o rphanage, juvenile delinquency 
and juvenile co urts, desertio n, da n g e r ­ 
o us o ccupatio ns, and accidents and dis­ 
eases o f children; emplo yment, legis­ 
latio n affecting children in the se v ­ 
eral states and territo ries, and such 
o th e r facts as have a bearing o n the 
health, efficiency, ch aracter and t r a in ­ 
ing o f children.”

a Later Outbreak Reappeared From 


Water In Present F o rm — Noted For 


Its Three Varicolored Craters. 


The vo lcano o f Taal, the recent erup­ 
tio n o f which killed many 
hundred 
Filipino s an d destro yed several to wns 
and villages, lies abo ut 
thirty 
miles 
so uth o f Manila, o n the island o f L u ­ 
zo n. 
When it is specially active the 
smo ke o f the vo lcano can be seen fro m 
the Lunetn drive at Manila. 
The natives say the vo lcano was o nce 
much g re a te r than it is no w. The geo ­ 
lo gical fo rmatio n o f the co untry bears 
o ut this theo ry. T he vo lcano itself is 
an Island fro m five to eight miles east 
and west a n d ten to fifteen miles no rth 
and so uth, rising o ut o f the center o f a 
lake, which is abo ut twelve miles o ast 
and west by fifteen miles no rth and 
so uth. 
T h e lake lies in a ring o f m o un ­ 
tains as if It were the flo o r o f a crater. 
These m o untains start up gradually 
fro m the sea level and curve up in a 
graceful sweep until they are fro m 
2.0(X> to 3,000 feet high and then dro p 
o ff almo st sheer to the lake, which Is 
almo st at the sea level. 


Once a H ig h Mountain. 
Evidently befo re the eye o f man ever 
gazed upo n it Taal was a to wering 
giant rising 10.000 o r 15,000 feet abo ve 
the sen and sending o ut Its fire and 
smo ke an d ashes 
The native trad I 
tio n is that the lake was o riginally a 
crater o f fire with walls m any times 
higher than tho se that no w surro und 
it. 
One day there came a 
terrible 
eruptio n. T h e walls o f the crater sntilt. 
and the sea rushed in and filled the 
crater, fo rming the present lake. 
Fo r 
many years there was no o ther erujv 
tio n 
in place o f the c ra te r o f tire 
there was a beautiful lake that e m it­ 
ted lo ud rumblings, so that the n a­ 
tives gave it the name o f Ro m-bo tn. 
o r Bo o tn-bo o m. which is still the native 
! name fo r bo th the lake an d the vo l­ 
cano . 
This was the co nditio n in which the 
Spanish fo und it. 
Where the litflo 
stream ran o ut the Spanish built the 
to wns o f Taal and Letnery. 
Taal was 
a po rt o f call fo r till Spanish galleo ns 
co ming fro m Mexico . 
A great church 
was built at Taal fo r tlx* Virgin o f 
Caysaysay 
(pro no unce 
It 
kay-si si), 
which was the special patro n o f the 
sailo rs and w as a lw a ys saluted by the 
j vessels go ing to o r fro m the islands 
o n their lo ng vo yages acro ss the P a ­ 
cific. 


Vo lca no Emerg es From Lake. 
But the giant o f the vo lcano was 
merely sleeping and g athering strength 
fo r a mighty struggle. 
One mo rning 
when the priests were at mass they 
heard reverberatio ns like thunder, but 
fancied it w as the salute o f a passing 
ship until it was fo llo wed by a series 
o f the mo st terrific earthquakes. 
Then 
came the great eruptio n, o ne o f the 
mo st terrible in the histo ry o f the vo l­ 
cano . 
The Spanish reco rds to ll that 
fo r 
three days the lamps had to be lighted 
all day in Manila. 
Whet) the eruptio n 
was o ver 
the present 
vo lcano had 
thrust its head a tho usand feet abo ve 
the surface o f the lake and a num ber 
o f lesser craters sho wed their heads 
abo ve the w a te r line. 
This time the 
vo lcano had changed to w a te r vo lcano , 
and it was thus that the Am ericans 
fo und it when they to o k the islands. 
The natives had built cities aro und 
tlie lake, and tin? luxuriant vegetatio n 
had wiped o ut all traces o f the terri­ 
ble eruptio n save here and there a bit 
o f o ld sto ne wall where so me large 
building had sto o d fo ld o f the gia nt’s 
struggle. 
The to wn o f Talisay, re­ 
cently destro yed, was built at the very 
edge o f the lake, as if in defiance o f 
the terrible po wer o f the vo lcano . 
i 
Crater Is Varicolored. 
The Spaniards o btained sulphur fro m 
the vo lcano and left a very fair trail 
tip its side. 
The trip up tin* vo lcano 
is readily made. 
As o ne climbs the 
o do r o f sulphur beco mes stro nger and 
the smo king cliffs are seen 
T h e view 
fro m the edge o f the crater is mo st 
brilliant 
To the so uth arc tin* sm o k­ 
ing cliffs, which co nstantly send o nf 
great clo uds o f white sulphur fumes 
They are gray and white with sulphur 
and are co nstantly rumbling and hiss­ 
ing like the 
escape o f steam 
fro m 
many engines 
Directly belo w o ne are the craters, o r. 
rather, th * three divisio ns o f the main 
crater 
The walls an* a brilliant iri­ 
descent red 
very much like c in n a ba r 
co vered 
with 
greens 
and 
yello ws, 
sparkling at * shilling 
The no rthern 
divisio n <»f ill*» crater is the mo st ac ­ 
tive. 
It is called » he white crater and 
co nstantly gives « iff steam an d sulphur 
smo ke 
Just so uth o f the white cra te r is tne 
blue crater 
This crater is no t so ac ­ 
tive. 
It is a light blue in co lo r and 
co nstantly giving o ff sulphur smo ke. 
Beyo nd bo th craters is the yello w c r a ­ 
ter 
This |s a sea o f yello w mud co n 
stantly bo iling and bubbling 
After 
an earthquake the yello w cra te r sends 
w aves o f mud o ver its banks. 
On the 
east side o f the c ra te r the wall rise« 
sheer fibO to ROD feet and is as bril­ 
liantly co lo red as the walls o f the small 
interio r craters.

companies, in which the public pur­ 
chased shares under the promises of 
big dividends. 
In Prussia there are seventy-eight 
persons 
with an income of 1,000,000 
marks or more ($238,000), and they 
pay an income tax of $9,520 a year. 
Of these nineteen are Berliners. 
Fif­ 
ty-seven Berlin residents have an in­ 
come of more than 
500,000 marks 
($119,000) and 732 more than 100,000 
marks ($23,800) a year, w hile there are 
1,284 
whose total 
fortune ex ceeds 
1,000,000 marks ($238,000). 
Silesia, however, is credited with 
having the greatest accumulation of 
wealth. 
There the great landowners 
have vast estates and own tnid ex ploit 
forests and coal 
and 
iron 
mines. 
Among these are the Prince Ilenckel 
von Donnersmarck, the Duke of Ujest, 
the Prince of Pless and Count von 
Tiele-Winckler. whose fortunes have 
already been stated. 
Then there are 
the Prince of Huhenlohe-Ingelfingen, 
with a fortune of about 
$10,000.000; 
Count Schaffgoth. with 
$5,000,000, and 
Count Ballestrem, with $4,500,000.
